CHAPTER 63.

AN ACT to authorize the secretary of state to purchase a digest of 
the laws of the state of Wisconsin. 

Secretary of 
state to pur- 
chase digest. 

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senate 
and assembly, do enact as follow: 

SECTION 1. The secretary of state is hereby author-
ized and required to purchase six thousand copies of 
the digest of the laws pf the state of Wisconsin, passed 
since the revision of the statutes in 1858, which digest 
is now being prepared by E. A. Spencer, and .which 
digest shall be stitched and bound in substantial 
paper covers and delivered as early as the laws of the 
present session of the legislature are ready for deliv-
ery, and shall contain a digest of the laws of the present
